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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  ANNUAL  REPORT  198  2 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  maintained  the  same  organization 
as  previously  adopted,  with  Jean  E.  Hemenvay,  Chairman;  Arthur 
J.  King,  Clerk  and  Steve  Berrien,  Welfare  Agent.     Meetings  were 
held  weekly  on  Monday  evenings  throughout  the  year. 

The  town  was  successful  in  its  opposition  to  the  proposal 
to  convert  the  Brassworks  to  a  housing  complex  and  the  develo- 
per ultimately  withdrew  his  application. 

Shortly  thereafter  a  new  developer  approached  the  town 
with  plans  to  rehabilitate  the  Brassworks  into  commercial  and 
retail  space.     Since  this  plan  was  consistent  with  the  findings 
of  the  Brassworks  study  and  the  desires  of  the  citizens,  the 
town  joined  with  the  developer  in  seeking  a  Community  Block 
Development  Grant  from  the  state.     Working  with  the  developer 
and  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley  Planning  Council,   the  town  was 
successful  when  an  award  of  federal  development  money  was  made. 
Special  thanks  and  credit  should  be  awarded  Mr.   Laurence  Flaccus 
of  the  Planning  Board  for  his  efforts. 

As  per  earlier  action  cable  television  came  to  the  town  in 
the  summer  and  was  well  received.     The  Board  of  Selectmen  acting 
as  License  Authority  have  worked  closely  with  the  provider, 
Continental  Cablevision  of  Northampton  to  foster  and  encourage 
the  expansion  of  the  service  area.     To  date  there  have  been  two 
such  extensions  and  the  Board  will  continue  to  press  for  more, 
particularly  in  the  North  Farms  Road  neighborhood. 

The  high  cost  of  insurance  has  caused  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  examine  our  present  coverage.     The  findings  to  date  indicate 
that  in  many  ways  the  Town  is  sadly  underinsured  and  yet  the 
present  coverage  is  increasingly  more  expensive.     We  intend  to 
examine  all  avenues  and  solutions  with  the  hope  that  we  can  re- 
duce cost  or  increase  coverage. 

One  of  the  many  impacts  of  revaluation  may  be  a  significant 
reduction  in  the  towns  available  free  cash.     The  future  avail- 
ability of  this  funding  source  for  many  town  projects  is  very 
much  in  doubt,  particularly  when  all  town  departments  must  con- 
tinually shave  their  budgets  to  meet  the  continuing  fiscal  re- 
straints of  Proposition  2%. 

The  Highway  Department  reports  a  hard,   tough,  expensive 
winter  for  fiscal  1982.     We  endured  33  storms,   24  of  which  were 
snowstorms  with  a  total  accumulation  of  84  inches  of  snow. 
Nineteen  storms  required  plowing  with  3  needing  repeated  plow- 
ing because  of  drifting.     There  were  9  freezing  rainstorms  re- 
quiring salt  and  sanding,   3  requiring  repeated  applications. 
The  sanders  were  in  service  72  times. 

As  for  maintenance,  4^  miles  of  hard  surfaced  roads  were 
resealed,  all  dirt  and  graveled  roads  were  graded  and  leveled 
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twice,  plus  routine  sweeping,   ditching,   basin  cleaning,  etc. 

Permanent  or  road  improvement  included  overlaying  North 
Farms  Road  from  Mountain  Street  to  the  Northampton  line  with 
1188.8  tons  of  bituminous  concrete  d>  $28.50  per  ton  in  place. 
This  project  consisted  of  3/4  inch  overlay  after  leveling  course 
had  been  applied  as  needed  with  223.6  tons  of  processed  gravel 
installed  on  shoulders  for  backing. 

A  similar  project  was  completed  from  Route  9  to  the  junction 
of  Old     oshen  Road  and  Village  Hill  Road  where  new  drainage  was 
installed  last  year. 

Some  trees  have  been  cut  after  hearings  on  the  Nash  Street 
project  to  be  completed  next  year. 

As  we  closed  the  year  the  Selectmen  began  making  prepara- 
tions for  the  relocation  of  the  Town  Office  to  the  Haydenville 
Center  School .     We  wish  to  thank  the  many  boards  and  elected 
officers  who  cooperated  in  this  venture  and  more  particularly 
those  who  assisted  in  what  was  a  self-help  move. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  town  in  the  new  offices.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGEING     ANNUAL  REPORT  1982 


We  are  pleased  to  report  the  Highlights  of  another  successful  year 
with  major  accomplishments.     The  two  major  projects  completed  dur- 
ing this  year  were  the  Unisex  Toilet  and  the  Handicap  Ramp  at  the 
rear  of  the  Haydenville  School  building.     These  were  made  possi- 
ble with  the  completion  of  the  1981  Discretionary  Grant  Funds  which 
allocated  the  monies  for  these  projects.     Much  has  been  accomplished 
in  these  areas  of  renovation.     It  is  anticipated  that  another 
project  will  be  completed  in  1983.     We  did  hold  a  very  successful 
Open  House  in  the  Spring  of  1982  so  the  public  might  view  what  had 
been  finished.     It  should  be  noted  here  that  Goshen  is  very  suppor- 
tive of  our  projects  and  share  in  the  activities  both  financially 
and  as  a  participant. 

The  Outreach  program  continues  to  send  out  quarterly  Newsletters 
to  more  than  300  Seniors  in  the  Williamsburg  and  Goshen  area  with 
current  news  and  announcements  of  future  activities  at  the  Center. 
We  are  continuing  to  hold  the  Foot  Clinic  every  three  months  by 
appointment,  the  Blood  Pressure  monthly  and  the  Annual  Flu  Clinic 
for  all  persons  in  the  local  and  surrounding  area  desiring  and  re- 
questing this  service.     Many  enjoy  our  monthly  Birthday  luncheons 
held  once  a  month,  complete  with  a  Birthday  cake  served  to  all 
present.     A  Pot-Luck  luncheon  was  very  well  attended. 

A  Formula  Grant  from  the  Dept.  of  Elder  Affairs  has  made  it  pos- 
sible to  include  the  Oil  Painting  class  for  ten  weeks  during  the 
Spring  with  Mrs.  Greta  Cary  as  Instructor,  as  well  as  other  Arts 
and  Crafts  activities.     We  have  an  active  Bowling  group  once  a 
week.     Among  other  activities  are  interesting  day  trips  about  once 
a  month.     During  this  year  we  had  a  three-day  trip  to  the  World's 
Fair  in  Tennessee  with  side  trips  of  interest.     We  frequently 
make  trips  to  the  Dinner  Theater  programs  often  using  two  busses. 

In  conclusion  it  should  be  noted  that  we  have  accomplished  much 
in  a  reasonably  short  time  with  still  other  projects  to  be  com- 
pleted.    With  pride  we  present  the  Regional  Meal  Site  and  Drop-In 
Center  to  any  and  all  who  are  interested.     We  are  very  grateful 
and  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  who  have  shared 
in  supporting  our  endeavors  by  their  presence  and  offerings  to 
the  Senior  Center.

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WILLIAMSBURG  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1982  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Commission,  as  appointed  by  The  Board  of  Selectmen, 
holds  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  PM  in  the  Town  Offices.     The  Conservation  Com- 
mission is  empowered  to  administer  General  Law  131,  Sec.  40 
(Wetland  Protection  Act)  within  the  Town  of  Williamsburg.  This 
act  pertains  to  activities  within  a  wetland,  floodplain,  or  100 
feet  of  a  river  or  stream.     No  work  should  be  commenced  without 
prior  filing  of  a  Notice  of  Intent  with  this  commission. 

During  1982  the  Commission  held  one  Public  Hearing  under 
the  Act.     We  also  became  involved  in  three  logging  complaints 
and  worked  with  the  Hampshire  County  Fire  Warden  to  look  into 
the  problems.     We  viewed  several  sites  of  proposed  drainage  al- 
terations.    We  had  meetings  and  on  site  inspections  of  the  Mud 
Slide  area  along  Ashfield  Road  with  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

As  of  April  1,  1983,  New  Wetland  Regulations  will  go  into 
effect.     Members  of  your  Conservation  Commission  plan  to  attend 
a  workshop  in  Holyoke  on  March  26,  1983  to  obtain  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  new  regulations. 

The  Commission  will  make  copies  of  the  Wetland  Regulations 
available  to  interested  town  residents  and  has  applications  for 
the  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Act.

The  one  year's  interest  is  paid  to  Smith 
Charities  and  this  money  is  in  turn  given  to  the  tradesman  at 
the  age  of  22.     Brides   (first  marriage  only  applying  within  90 
days  after  marriage)  may  gualify  for  a  gift  of  $100.00.  Nursing 
students  may  apply,  within  six  months  after  entry  into  a  nursing 
school,   for  a  $300.00  gift  upon  graduating  with  a  R.N.  degree. 
Widows,  with  children  under  18,  who  do  not  remarry  and  do  remain 
within  the  Town  may  apply  for  $200.00  annually.

The  Fire  Department  answered  71  calls  in  1982.  These 
calls  were:     15  chimney,  10  grass  or  woodland,  11  auto  ac- 
cidents, 9  false  alarms,  8  miscellaneous,  5  appliance  mal- 
function, 4  vehicle  fires,  3  structure  fires,  3  calls  for 
mutual  aid  and  2  dump  fires. 

A  contract  for  a  new  fire  truck  has  been  awarded.  The 
delivery  date  is  August  1983.     This  and  the  modifications  to 
our  present  truck  to  increase  it's  water  tank  capacity  will 
be  most  welcome  improvements. 

Training  and  drill  sessions  are  proceeding  very  well. 
To  this  fact  a  great  deal  of  credit  goes  to  the  Hampshire 
County  Fire  School  and  especially  to  the  officers  and  fire- 
fighters who  arrange  and  direct  training  sessions.     A  large 
void  in  our  training  is  a  convenient  location  to  practice  with 
controlled  structure  fires  (a  smoke  house). 

The  use  of  the  Amherst  Fire  Department  dispatch  center 
remains  one  of  our  greatest  advancements  in  maintaining  24 
hour  contact  between  the  citizens  and  the  Fire  Department. 

My  sincere  appreciation  goes  to  the  firefichters  who  main- 
tain the  equipment  and  buildings,  spend  time  to  train  and  who 
remain  ready  to  respond  to  the  towns  emergency  needs.  Working 
with  such  people  is  a  pleasure  with  all  co-operating  to  make  a 
difficult  job  pleasant.

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BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


During  the  fiscal  year,   the  Board  concerned  itself  with 
raising  the  funds  necessary  to  undertake  the  renovations 
needed  by  our  water  system  and  with  planning  those  renovations. 
We  prepared  and  filed  an  application  for  state  grant  monies. 
If  approved,   the  Commonwealth  will  provide  50%  of  a  $100,000 
project.     As  of  this  writing,  our  application  is  still  being 
evaluated.     As  competition  is  keen,   the  Board  has  prepared 
smaller  alternate  projects  for  implementation  if  the  grant  is 
not  received.     Two  timber  cuts  were  completed  on  the  water- 
shed this  year  and  a  third  is  being  prepared.     The  rate  in- 
crease voted  last  year  became  effective  this  year. 

Over  half  of  the  water  system  is  now  metered  and  the 
ongoing  conversion  project  continues. 

The  Board  re-evaluated  water  supply  possibilities  for 
the  town,   especially  the  possibility  of  building  stand  pipes 
(i.e.  half -million  gallon  holding  tanks)  to  take  advantage  of 
twenty-four  hour  water  flow,  but  concluded  that  such  a  pro- 
ject is  now  beyond  our  means.     Accordingly,  we  have  redoubled 
our  watershed  maintenance  activities  to  maximize  available 
water  in  our  present  reservoir  system.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  1982 


The  Board  of  Health  has  had  a  busy  year.     The  sewer 
system  has  generated  many  requests  for  dye  testing.  More 
than  50  such  tests  were  performed  during  the  year.     We  will 
be  resuming  dye  testing  (weather  permitting)   in  April  1983. 
A  routine  number  of  animal  inspections,   restaurant,   store  and 
apartment  inspections  were  performed  by  Board  members  or 
agents.     The  Board  responded  to  numerous  complaints  during 
the  year.     One  such  complaint  led  to  formal  Board  action.  It 
is  the  Boards  intention  that  all  necessary  connections  to  the 
sewer  be  completed  during  the  1983  calendar  year. 

The  Board  supervised  completion  of  installation  of  the 
compactor  at  our  transfer  station.     A  roadway  was  completed 
servicing  our  stump-dump.      (Note:     no  trash,   refuse  or  house- 
hold garbage  may  be  dumped  at  our  stump-dump.)     A  stump-dump 
is  to  be  used  for  wood,  tree  and  brush  trimmings  and  leaves. 
Do  Not  Enter  signs  have  been  posted  at  the  lower  dump  road 
EXIT.     We  plan  to  build  recycling  bins  for  paper  and  plastic 
materials  during  fiscal  83-84.     It  is  in  the  Towns  best  in- 
terest to  keep  as  much  material  as  possible  out  of  our  compac- 
tor.    In  general  the  operation  of  and  service  to  the  compactor 
has  been  good.     Only  occassional  lapses  have  occurred.     A  new 
fence  was  erected  at  the  dump  with  sliding  gates. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  attended  several  seminars  for 
Board  of  Health  members.     These  meeting  have  been  designed  to 
assist  us  in  carrying  out  the  legal  responsibilities  of  a 
Board.     The  Board  has  adopted  the  following  meeting  guidelines: 
One  meeting  per  month  for  the  months  December  thru  March- 
Last  Tuesday  of  the  month. 

Two  meetings  per  month  for  the  months  April  thru  November- 
second  and  last  Tuesday  of  the  month. 
All  meetings  at  8:30  PM  in  the  Town  Offices.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  1982 

The  Recreation  Commission  organized  on  April  12  with  one 
new  member,  Alan  Golash.     Other  members  are  Warren  White, 
Chairman,     Lee  Satterfield,   recording  secretary,  Mary  Bisbee, 
financial  secretary,  and  Don  Dextraze. 

The  Commission  sponsored  the  following  programs  in  1982:  A 
large  number  of  children  participated  in  youth  league,  Hill- 
town  and  girls  softball.     In  addition  to  these  programs  and  the 
American  Legion  ballteam,   several  new  adult  softball  teams  were 
formed,   reflecting  the  increasing  popularity  of  this  sport. 
This  growth  in  addition  to  the  already  full  field  schedule,  has 
provided  impetus  for  maintaining  and  making  more  improvements 
at  the  Ames  Field.     The  drainage  was  improved  and  bleachers  and 
a  picnic  table  were  provided. 

The  swimming  bus  to  the  YMCA  transported  an  average  of  64 
boys  and  girls  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  newly  established  bus  to  Interskate  91   showed  promise 
and  enabled  31  boys  and  girls  to  go  rollerskating . 

The  men's  adult  basketball  program  involved  20  men  twice  a 
week  regularly. 

Basketball  programs  for  grades  4-6  and  7-9  involved  a 
large  number  of  boys  and  girls. 

An  average  of  60  children  attended  the  Summer  Recreation 
Program  with  favorite  semiweekly  trips  to  Look  Park.     Daily  at- 
tendance was  at  first  low  when  the  program  was  housed  only  in 
Haydenville  but  rose  when  the  James  School  was  opened  and  both 
towns  were  used. 

The  Senior  Citizens  from  the  Council  On  Aging  were  aided  in 
paying  for  their  bus  transportation  to  various  recreational 
events . 

The  adult  volleyball  program  for  ninth  grade  through  adults 
involved  20  people. 

A  weekly  open  gym  policy  has  been  developed  to  enable  other 
town  organizations  and  citizens  to  use  the  Dunphy  gymnasium. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  those  people  whose  continuous  donation 
of  effort  and  time  to  our  recreation  programs  will  continue  to 
secure  the  best  for  our  youngsters.     These  include  the  many 
coaches  and  their  helpers,   the  Summer  Recreation  Staff,  the 
School  Dept.,   the  Highway  Dept.,   the  American  Legion  Post  236, 
the  Lions  Club,   the  Police  Association,   the  Council  on  Aging,  the 
Apple  Tree  Cooperative  Nursery  School  and  the  Hampshire  County 
Sheriffs  Association.     We  are  looking  forward  to  a  promising 
future .

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WILLIAMSBURG  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 
1982  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  members  of  the  Historical  Commission  this  year  attend- 
ed two  important  programs  sponsored  by  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley 
Regional  Planning  Commission  as  part  of  their  continuing  effort 
to  disseminate  information  to  the  towns.     One  program,  held  in 
Springfield,  dealt  with  the  certification  process  for  tax  bene- 
fits to  individual  owners,  and  included  a  slide  presentation  of 
acceptable  and  unacceptable  rehabilitation  to  qualify  for  such 
benefits.     The  second  program,  hosted  by  the  Historic  Society 
of  Easthampton,  was  an  idea  exchange  for  Hampshire  County  his- 
torical groups.     Discussions  of  problems  and  approaches  enabled 
us  to  find  out  what  other  historical  districts  in  our  area  are 
doing . 

The  Historical  Commission  actively  encouraged  the  approval 
of  the  grant  to  the  Brassworks  and  continues  to  follow  the  de- 
velopment of  this  project.     We  have  also  responded  to  inquiries 
for  information;     the  Haydenville  District  has  become  of  parti- 
cular interest  to  the  landscape  architecture  students  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  and  is  frequently  the  subject  of 
their  studies.

Organized  a  number  of  years  ago  as  a  means  to  accomplish 
collectively  that  which  would  have  been  rather  expensive  if  done 
individually,  the  Chesterfield,  Goshen,  Southampton,  Westhampton 
and  Williamsburg  School  Departments  joined  together  to  form  School 
Super intendency  Union  #66 .     Although  each  town  maintains  and 
operates  its  own  Kindergarten  through  Grade  6  school  system,  they 
share  cooperatively  the  expenses  of  a  common  chief  school  admin- 
istrator and  office  staff.     Later,  when  the  Hampshire  Regional 
School  District  became  operational,  it  was  agreed  that  all  six 
(6)  of  the  school  departments  would  engage  and  share  the  same 
administrative  team. 


Each  year  the  proportional  cost  to  each  school  department  is 
recalculated  on  the  basis  of  how  many  students  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  each  school  committee  on  the  preceding  October  1st, 
The  relevant  statistics  for  the  previous,  current  and  next  school 
year  are  as  follows:

Previously  situated  in  the  Haydenville  Center  School,  the 
office  is  now  located  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  first  floor 
at  Hampshire  Regional  High  School  in  Westhampton. 

The  on-going  operation  of  thw  school  system  continues  to 
grow  increasingly  more  difficult  under  the  constraints  of  Prop- 
osition 2^.     With  major  emphasis  being  directed  towards  the  pre- 
servation of  direct  services  to  children,  we  have  taken  a  course 
of  action  which  has  resulted  in  the  postponement  of  most  major 
maintenance  projects  except  in  cases  of  absolute  need.  Many 
projects  such  as  painting,  lighting  improvement,  energy  conser- 
vation measures,  heating  system  modernization,  completion  of 
building  modifications  to  meet  the  needs  of  handicapped  persons, 
etc.  have  been  halted.     At  some  point,  however,  these  things  will 
have  to  be  accomplished  and  unfortunately  each  and  every  one  of 
them  will  cost  far  more  to  do  in  the  future  than  if  we  could  af- 
ford to  do  them  now. 

One  maintenance  project  which  was  not  totally  postponed, 
however,  had  to  do  with  the  presence  of  asbestos  associated  with 
the  heating  system  at  the  Dunphy  School.     Working  very  closely 
with  concerned  citizens  and  environmental  quality  engineers, 
immediate  steps  were  taken  to  eliminate  that  portion  of  the  pro- 
blemwhich  was  of  imminent  danger  to  persons  occupying  the  build- 
ing,    What  remains  to  be  completed  does  not  constitute  a  danger  at 
this  time  but  we  do  plan  to  have  the  additional  work  performed 
before  the  next  school  year  begins. 

The  acquisition  of  new  and  replacement  equipment  which  us- 
ually takes  place  in  an  orderly,  systematic  manner  has  all  but 
been  eliminated.     School  supplies  are  down  to  absolute  minimum 
and  many  books  which  are  badly  out  of  date  continue  in  use  well 
beyond  their  normal  life  span. 

As  the  costs  of  everything  involved  in  the  operation  of 
schools  continue  to  rise  at  a  rate  greater  than  the  limitations 
imposed  by  Proposition  2^,  reductions  in  areas  of  direct  service 
to  students  become  increasingly  more  significant.     The  Prin- 
cipal has  been  reduced  to  half-time,  Art,  Music,  and  Physical 
Education  have  been  reduced  to  one  day  per  week;     the  Special 
Education  staff  has  been  consolidated  and  reduced  somewhat; 
classroom  aide  time  has  been  reduced  significantly;     bus  routes 
have  been  consolidated  and  reduced  by  25%.     Classroom  teachers 
have  been  reduced  in  proportion  to  enrollments. 
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Circumstances  have  also  caused  the  School  to  consolidate  its 
elementary  programs  and  to  cease  classroom  operations  at  the  Hay- 
denville  Center  and  Helen  E.  James  Schools.     The  Haydenville 
School  now  serves  as  the  Town  Hall  and  the  James  Building  has 
gone  unoccupied  for  two  school  years. 

The  economy  of  the  nation  has  undoubtedly  led  increasing 
numbers  of  students  to  consider  a  vocationally  based  education 
as  opposed  to  preparing  for  a  college  trained  career.     As  a  re- 
sult we  are  beginning  to  see  a  reflection  of  that  trend  in  the 
proportion  of  local  school  funding  which  must  be  expended  in 
that  direction.     A  new  state  regulation  now  reguires  students  to 
apply  to  vocational  schools  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  school 
budget.     This  limits  the  ability  of  a  student  to  change  his 
mind  at  the  last  minute  (in  August  for  instance)  and  attend  a 
vocational  school  in  place  of  attending  Hampshire  Regional  High 
School.     Nevertheless,   the  number  of  students  making  proper  and 
timely  application  is  up  and  with  vocational  tuition  signifi- 
cantly more  expensive  than  costs  at  the  Regional,   there  is  a  shift 
toward  a  diminishing  percentage  of  dollars  available  for  local 
school  budgets . 

During  the  1982  session  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Court, 
several  new  statutes  of  importance  relating  to  education  were 
written  into  law.     Among  them  were  the  following: 

1 .  Chapter  10  permits  a  town  to  delay  its  annual  town  meeting 
until  June  30th  and  permits  a  regional  school  district  to 
delay  adopting  its  budget  until  45  days  prior  to  the  date 
on  which  the  first  member  town  actually  holds  its  annual 
meeting.     (This  law  was  designed  to  provide  additional  time 
for  the  Region  in  which  to  obtain  and/or  develop  vitally 
needed  fiscal  data  relative  to  the  ensuing  year.) 

2.  Chapter  43   (if  accepted  by  the  Town)  permits  a  school  com- 
mittee to  expend  monies  received  as  tuition  payments  for  non- 
resident students,  without  further  appropriation.  (This 

Law  eliminates  an  unnecessary  inflation  of  a  school  budget 
in  cases  where  tuition  pupils  are  permitted  to  enroll.) 

3.  Chapter  102  further  strengthens  and  expands  the  child  abuse 
law  which  mandates  that  cases  of  child  abuse  suspected  by 
school  employees,  must  be  reported.     A  teacher  failing  to 
report  his  or  her  suspicions  to  the  appropriate  State  agency, 
is  subject  to  a  $1,000.00  fine. 

4.  Chapter  148  makes  it  clear  that  by  appropriating  its  re- 
guested  share  of  a  regional  school  district's  assessments, 
the  town  is  simultaneously  approving  that  region's  budget. 
(This  law  was  necessary  to  avoid  the  problem  of  approving 
the  assessment  and  not  the  budget  inasmuch  as  approval  of 
both  is  mandated  by  Chapter  744  of  1981. 

5.  Chapter  173  gives  the  school  committee  greater  latitude  in 
setting  up  revolving  accounts  in  order  to  receive  and  expend 
funds  generated  through  the  collection  of  fees  for  partici- 
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pation  in  certain  school  activities. 

6 .  Chapter  296  permits  a  town  to  compensate  school  committee 
members.     (Until  now,  only  members  of  a  School  Super intenden- 
cy  Union  School  Committee  could  be  paid.     The  new  law  now 
permits  the  towns  to  pay  their  Regional  School  Committee 
members  as  well,   if  they  so  desire.) 

7.  Chapter  303  permits  school  department  personnel  to  use  re- 
sonable  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  pupils,  other 
persons  and  themselves  from  an  assault  by  a  pupil.  (This 
law  was  necessary  because  of  overly    restrictive  interpreta- 
tions in  the  law  prohibiting  corporal  punishment.) 

8.  Chapter  314  provides  a  means  to  access  third  party  payments 
in  certain  cases  under  the  special  education  law. 

9.  Chapter  364  imposes  fines  of  not  less  than  $20,000.00  or 
prison  terms  of  from  10  to  20  years  for  persons  convicted  of 
activities  in  connection  with  child  (under  18)  pornography. 

10.  Chapter  607  transfers  the  responsibility  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  certain  persons  in  programs  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  from  the  towns  to  the 
Department  of  Education.     (This  statute  gives  relief  to  the 
towns  in  cases  where  such  persons  under  the  age  of  3  or  over 
21  reguire  transportation  to  a  DMH  program.     The  effect  of 
the  law  is  to  eliminate  a  school  budget  expense  item  which 
should  not  have  been  imposed  upon  the  schools  in  the  first 
place . )

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Although  there  has  been  a  modest  decline  in  the  total  stu- 
dent population  during  the  period,   the  salaries  of  employees  and 
the  costs  of  school  supplies  and  equipment  continued  to  rise 
steadily  as  inflation  continued.     Thus,  while  the  school  budget 
increased  only  slightly  between  1980  and  what  is  proposed  as  a 
tentative  budget  (as  of  this  writing)   for  1983-84,   the  assess- 
ments passed  along  to  the  member  towns  collectively,  have  actually 
decreased  during  that  same  period  of  time.

There  have  been  shifts  in  the  number  of  students  from  the 
various  towns,  however,  and  this  means  that  not  all  five(5) 
communities  have  benefited  uniformly  from  the  general  decrease 
in  assessments  over  the  four   (4)  years  in  question.     The  figure 
below  feflect  those  changes:

From  the  table  above  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  Southampton's 
share  has  risen  faster  in  particular,   than  the  Region  has  been 
able  to  reduce  its  assessments  in  general. 

There  will  always  be  changes  in  the  student  population  but 
because  the  sharing  of  costs  is  based  upon  the  student  enrollment 
as  of  one  particular  day  (October  15th)   in  the  preceding  year, 
and  thus  the  "ups  and  downs"  from  one  year  to  the  next  may  seem 
rather  severe.     One  of  the  ways  to  smooth  out  these  ups  and  downs 
would  be  to  use  a  formula  encompassing  the  average  student  en- 
rollment data  taken  from  several  years.     The  net  result  would 
make  percentage  changes  more  gradual  during  years  when  a  sharp 
enrollment  increase  could  require  an  individual  community  to 
provide  in  creased  funding  for  the  Region  well  in  excess  of  its 
tax  levey  limit  in  that  particular  year.     In  this  manner,  an  iso- 
lated increase  of  five   (5)   percent  in  one  (1)  year  for  instance, 
might  become  a  one  (1)  percent  increase  spread  out  over  a  period 
of  five  (5)  years.     Such  a  procedure  should  be  studied  by  the 
District  during  the  ciming  months. 

For  the  second  straight  year,  the  impact  of  Proposition  2^ 
has  contunued  to  be  the  greatest  single  area  of  concern  to  the 
School  Department.     With  the  loss  of  fiscal  autonomy,  except  as 
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provided  for  under  Chapter  744  of  the  Acts  of  1981  (see  my  re- 
port of  last  year),  programs  and  services  to  students  were  cur 
tailed  in  the  following  areas: 


In  addition  to  the  above,  athletic  participation  fees  of  up 
to  $25.00  per  sport  per  participant  per  year  were  instituted  in 
1982  and  late  bus  services  were  reduced  by  25%  at  the  same  time. 

In  spite  of  all  the  program  reductions  which  have  become 
necessary  during  1982,  the  need  to  provide  students  with  an  op- 
portunity to  become  computer  literate  was  given  a  top  priority. 
The  acquisition  of  eight  (8)  computers  for  classroom  work  was 
made  possible  throught  the  use  of  Federal  funds  obtained  under 
two  (2)  separate  grants.     As  time  goes  on,  additional  computers 
will  be  obtained  but  if  we  have  to  depend  solely  upon  Federal 
grants  as  a  source  of  funding,   it  may  be  many  years  before  we 
have  enough  computers  to  provide  all  students  with  as  much  hands 
on  experience  as  they  should  have  to  compete  with  graduates  from 
schools  with  more  advanced  or  sophisticated  computer  oriented 
educational  programs. 

The  prospects  for  restoring  some  of  the  cutbacks  in  the  near 
future  seem  very  dim  inasmuch  as  all  signs  presently  point 
toward  the  likelihood  of  further  curtailments  in  the  next  school 
year.     Without  modifications  to  Proposition  2^,  the  only  apparant 
solution  to  the  problem  appears  to  be  the  development  of  new 
sources  of  revenue  for  the  cities,  towns  and  districts  and/or 
to  increase  the  income  from  existing  (non-property  based)  sources 
of  funding. 

There  are  a  number  of  reimbursement  statutes  which  have 
been  in  existance  for  many  years  but  the  State  Legislature  has 
not  seen  fit  to  "fully  fund"  them  in  all  cases.     Full  funding  of 
existing  laws  must  be  strongly  supported. 

Massachusetts  ranks  among  the  very  lowest  of  the  50  states  in 
terms  of  state  aid  to  education.     After  full  funding,  this  situa- 
tion-which  is  a  basic  reason  for  excessive  reliance  upon  property 
taxes-should  receive  very  serious  consideration  during  1983-1984. 
A  bill  to  increase  the  general  level  of  state  support  for  local 
schools  from  about  30%  to  50%  has  been  introduced  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education.     Unfortunately,  the  likelihood  of  passing  such 
a  new  law  does  not  seem  highly  probable  in  the  immediate  future, 
regardless  of  the  need.

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There  is  a  source  of  added  revenue,  however,  which  can  be 
taken  advantage  of  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time.  Towns 
which  regionalize  their  school  systems  become  eligible  for  a 
special  type  of  fiscal  aid  available  only  to  member  towns.  We 
now  receive  nearly  $300,000  per  year  from  this  source  and  this 
amount  could  be  tripled ,   thus  providing  enough  money  for  all  of 
our  member  towns  to  solve  their  current  fiscal  problems. 

I  recognize  that  for  a  number  of  reasons  that  there  has  been 
very  little  grass  roots  support  within  the  member  towns  to  expand 
our  Region  from  a  grade  7-12  to  a  K-12  school  district.     Given  the 
fact  that  such  a  move  would  generate  a  rather  significant  amount 
of  new  state  aid  for  the  towns   (through  the  Region),  however,  I 
believe  that  reasons  for  considering  K-12  regionalization  are  now 
so  compelling  that  the  matter  should  now  be  studied  in  all  seri- 
ousness by  each  of  our  member  towns.      (It  should  be  noted,  that 
a  recent  analysis  has  indicated  that  the  District's  1982  aid  for 
being  a  7-12  Region  would  have  been  increased  from  $291,000  per 
year  to  $872,000  per  year,  had  we  been  a  K-12  Region  instead.) 

It  would  be  wrong  of  me  not  to  mention  that  the  varying  fiscal 
problems  of  the  member  towns  have  resulted  in  a  straining  of  re- 
lations within  the  District.     I  would  urge  all  citizens  to  recog- 
nize that  the  individual  problems  facing  each  member  town  cannot 
be  solved  by  working  one  against  the  other.     They  can  be  solved, 
however,  by  working  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  a  common  effort  to  do 
that  which  Proposition  2^  thus  far  has  failed  to  do  -  reduce 
reliance  upon  local  property  taxes  and  shift  more  emphasis  to  a 
more  broadly  based  system  while  at  the  same  time  permitting  the 
towns  to  provide  municipal  services  at  a  level  reflecting  the 
needs  and  wishes  of  the  electorate.
